1. After discussion with Ed Saunders, Mr. Dulles, Bob Amory, General 
Cabell, Sam Crosby and Ken Sprankle of the House Appropriations Committee Staff 
and upon the advice of Ken Sprankle, I authorized Ed Saunders to furnish the Depart- 
ment of State with the total number of square feet in our library in the new building 
which is 21,480. B 
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■^■■ }uzzed me say that General Cabell was unhappy about the 
memorandum which went to the White House concerning the number of cars that we 
have assigned to individuals. As I understand it, General Cabell thought that we 
should have included his car, making a total of two assigned to individuals. (Appar- 
ently he did not see the letter before it was signed by the Director.) We should re- 
member this for future guidance. However, in the past it is my very firm impres- 
sion that General Cabell has desired that his car be reported as a "pool car. " 


3. Emmett Echols telephoned for some guidance in connection with a blind in- 
dividual who is seeking a job through the Vocational Rehabilitation Service. Appar- 
ently the young man types well and can use dictaphone recoids to type from; he has 
good qualifications, except, of course, that he is blind.

I told Emmett that before he 
went any further with this to have John Tietjen give this individual a preliminary 
examination to determine whether there is anything else wrong with him and that 
after this had been done we would make some policy decision as to whether we should
